The Eſtates of the [rib before the Wars, 
was double to that of the Exglib; but the 
pumber and natural force of the Jriſhþ quin- 
tuple to that of rhe Engliſh.

+ Ha Exgliſb. invaded Ireland about 
500 years ince; at which time, if 
the Iriſþ were in number about 1,200,000. 
Anno 1641.' they were buy 600 M. in num- 
ber,200 years ago,and not above 300,000 M. 
at the faid time of their Invaſion ; for 
300,000 people will, by the ordinary Courſe 
, of Generation, become 1 200M. in 500 years; 
allowance being made for the Extraordinary 
Effets of Epidemical Diſeaſes, Famines, 
Wars, &c. 

; 1here is at this Day no Monument or real 
Argumene that, when the Jr; were firſt 
invadedy they had any Stone-Houſing at all, 
any Money, any Foreign Trade, nor any 
Learning but the Legend of che Saints, 
Pfalters; Miſſals, Rituals, &c. 'wviz. nor 
Geometry, Aſtronomy, Anatomy, Archi- 
.teCture, Enginery, Fainting, Carving, nor 
any kind of ManufaQture, nor the leaft uſe 

_ of Navigation, or the Art Military. 
Sir John Davys hath expreſſed much Wit 
and Learning, in giving the Cauſes why 
Ireland was 1n no meaſure reduced to Eng 
' h; 
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liſþ Government, till in Queen Elizabeths 
Reign, and ſince ; and withal offers ſeveral 
means, whereby what yet remains to be 
done, may be ſtill effeQted. 

The Conqueſt made by the Exzliſb, and 
deſcribed in the Preamble of the Att of Par- 
liament paſt Azz. 1662. for the Settlement Þ 
of Ireland, gave means for any thing that *! 
had been reaſdnable of that kind ; but their | 
Porteiters being abroad, and ſuffering with 
His Majeſty from the ſame uſurping hands, 
made ſome diverſion. 

Wherefore (Rebus fic fantibus) what is 
now to be done is the Queſtion, viz. What 
may be done by natural poſſibility, if Aus» 
thority ſaw it fit? 

Some furious Spirits have wiſhed,that the 
Iriſþ would rebel again, that they might be 
put to the Sword. Burt I declare, that mo- 
tion to be not only impious and inhumane, 
but withal frivolous and pernicious even, 
to them who have raſhly wiſh'd for thoſe 
occaſions. - 

That the 1riſþ will not eaſily rebel again, 
I believe from the memory of their former 
Succelles , eſpecially of the laſt, had not, 
many Providences interpos'd ; and withal 
from the-conlideration of thele following 
Particulars, viz. 

1, That 
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1. That the Britiſþ Proteſtants and Church 
have } of all the Lands ; # of all the Houſing; 
2 of all the Hoyſing in wall'd Towns, and 
Places of ſtrength ; of. the Foreign Trade. 
That 6 of $ of all the riſb live in a brutiſh . 
naſty Condition, as in Cabins, with neither 
 & Chimney, Door, Stairs nor Window ; feed 
' F chiefly upon Milk and Potatoes, whereby 
their Spirits are not diſpos'd for War, And 
that although there be in Ireland 8 'Papiſts 
for 3 others ; yet there are far more Soldi- 
ers, and Soldicrlike-Men of this latter and 
leſſer Number, than of the former. 

— That His:Majeſty, who formerly could 
do nothing for, and upon Irelazd, but by the 
help of Exg/azd, hath now a Revenue up- 
on the Place, to maintain, if he pleaſes, 
ooo Men in Arms, , beſides a Proteſtant Mi- 
itia of 25000 more, the molt whereof are 
expert in War, 

| That the Protefants have Houſing e- 
nough within Places of ſtrength within 
5 Miles of the Sea-lide, to receive and pro- 
tet, and harbour every Man, Woman and 
Child belonging to them, and have allo 
places of ſtrength of their own properly, {o 
lituate in all parts of Ireland, to which they 
can eaſily travel the ſhorteſt day of the 


year, 
| That 
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That being able ſo to ſecure their Perſons, | 


even upon all ſudden'Emergencies , the 
can be eaſily ſupplied out of Exgland wit 
Food ſufficient ro maintain them, till they 
have burat 160 M. of their afore-deſcribed 
Cabins, not worth 50 M. I. deſtroy'd their 
Sracks and Ms of Corn, and diſftur- 
bed their Tillage, which the embody'd Bri- 
tiſh can ſoon and eafily atchieve, 

That a few Ships of War, whereof the 
Iriſh have none, nor no Skill or Praftice of 
Navigation, can hinder their relief from all 
Foreign help. 

That few Foreigners- can help them if 
they would. But that none, not the King 
of France, can gain advantage by fo doing, 
even thohe ſucceeded. For England hat 
conſtantly loſt theſe 500 years by their med- 
ling with Ireland. And at this day, than 
when Irelaxd was never fo rich and ſplen- 
_ did;"it were the advantage of the Exp/iſb to 
abandon their whole Intereſt in that Coun- 
rrey ; and fatal to any other Nation to take 
it, as hath been elſewhere (as I think) de- 
monſtrated; and the advantage of the Land- 
lords of England, to givethem the Equiva- 
lent of what they ſhould ſo quit our of their 
own Eſtates in England.

as hard now to be done- as then; bur it 
might be done, even now, with advantage 
to all Parties. 
| . Whereas there are now 300 M, Britiſh, 
{and 800 M. Papiſts, whereot 600M. livein 
the wretched way above mentioned : If an 
Exchange was made of but about 200 M. - 
riſh, and the like number of Brizsſh brought

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over in their rooms, then "the natural ' 
ſtrength of che Brit iſþ would be equal to that 
of the Iriſþ ; but their Political and Artifici- 
al ffrength chree rimes as great ; and fo viſi- 
ble; that the 1yiſþ would never ftir upon a 
National or Religious Account.

But whether in that 
lence. there be any Money, or ſuch Rule 
in. the Wotld; I know not, much leſs in 
Ireland, tho moſt are perlwaded that Gold 
and Silver Money is ſuch. For 1. The 
proportion. of value between 'pure Gold 
and fine Silver, alters as the Earth and 
Induſtry; of Men produce more of one 
than of the other; that is to ſay, Gold 
has been worth but twelve times its own 
weight in Silver ; of late it has been worth 
foyrtcen, becauſe more Silver has been got- 


ten... That of Gold proportionably, 5. e. a+ 


how welve. times as much Silver has been 
raiſed as of Gold, which makes Gold dear- 
cr. Se there can be but one of rhe two 
Metals of Gold and Silver to be a fit mat- 
ter for. Money. _Whergfore, if Silver be 
that one Metal fit for Money; then Gold 
1s but a Commodity very like Money, And 
as things now ſtand, Silver only is the mat- 
ter of 'Money ; and that elſewhere as well 
as in Ireland. ;

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2. The value of Silver' riſes and falls it 
ſelf; for Men make Veſlels of coyned Sil- 
yer, if they can gain by the Workmanſhip 
enough to defray the Deſtruction of the 
Coynage, and withal , more than they 
could expe&t by employing the fame Silver 
as Money in a way of Trade.

1s Quits 
Carried away out of Ireland, and luch Mo- 
na Cad TL T1. ney 
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ney brought inſtead of it, as theſe ſtudied 


Merchants do from time to time bring in 
for their Advantage upon the Common 
People, their Credulity and Ignorance, 

But Money, that is to ſay, Silver and 
Gold, do at this day much decreaſe in qre- 
land, for the following Reaſons. 

I. Ireland, Anno 1664. did not export 
to a much greater Value than it imported, 
viz. about 62 M. Since which time there 
hath been a Law made to prohibit the Im- 
portation of great Cattel and Sheep, alive 
or dead, into Exgland; the Value whereof 
carried into England in that very year 1664, 
was above 150 M. /. The which was faid to 
have been done, for that Ireland drained 
away the Money of Exz{and. Whereas in 
that very year Exz/and lent to Ireland, but 
g1 M. leſs than it received from thence ; 
and yet this ſmall difference was ſaid to be 
the reaſon why the Rents of England fell 
2, that is 1600 M. in 8 Millions. Which 
was a ſtrange conceit, if they conſider far- 
ther, That the value of the Catrel alive or 
dead, which went out of Ireland into Exg- 
land, was but 132 M. the Hides, Tallow, 
and Freight whereof were worth abonr ? 
that Money. 


F 4 2, Whereas 
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2, Whereas the Owners of about *, both 
of all the real and perſonal Ettate of Ire- 
land, do live in England, fince the buſi- 
nels of the ſeveral Courts of Claims was 
finiſhed in December 1668. all that belongs 
to them goes out, but returns not. 

3- The gains of the Commiſſioners of 
that Court , .and of the Farmers of the 
Revenue of Jreland,, who live in Eng- 
land, have iſſued out of Ireland without re- 
rurns. 

4. A conſiderable part of the Army of 
Jreland hath been ſent into Erzland, and 
yet paid out of Ireland. 

5, To remit ſo,many great Sums out of 
Treland into England, when all Trade be- 
tween the ſaid rwo Kingdomy 1s prohibi- 
ted, muſt be very. chargeable; for now 
the Goods which gd out of Ireland, in or- 
ger to furniſh the faid Sums in Ezgland, 
mult for Example go into the Barbados, and 
there be fold for Sugars ,. which brought 
into Englazd , are ſold for Money to pay 
there what" Jre/and owes. Which way be- 
ing ſo long, tedious and hazardous, muſt 
neceſſarily fo raiſe the exchange of Money, 
as we have ſgen.15 per Cent. frequently gi- 
ven, Azno 1671, and Axno 1672, Altho 
zo truth, exchange can never be naturally 
more 
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more than the Land and Warer-carriage 
of Money berween the two Kingdoms, 
and the enſurance of the ſame upon the 
way , it the Money be alike in both 
places. ' 

But Men that have not had the faculty 
of making theſe Tranſmiſſions with dexte- 
rity, have choſe rather to give 15. per Cent. 
Exchange, as aforeſaid, than to put them- 
ſelves upon the hazard of ſuch underta- 
kings, and the miſchief of being diſap- 
pointed. 

Now the extraordinary decreaſe of Gold 
and Silver, put Men, whole Afﬀairs were 
much diſturb'd, thereby upon extraordi- 
nary Conceits, and ſome very abſurd ones 
for Remedy, as namely the raiſing of Spa- 
niſb pieces of Eight, called Cobs in Ireland, 
from 4 s. 94d. to 5 or-6 Shillings, 'which 
were before about 5 4. above the Value of 
Engliſh, that is 45s. 4d. Engliſh Money 
weighed the ſame with a Cob called 4 s. 9 d. 
For theſe. diſtrafted People thought, that 
calling their Money by a better Name, did 
encreale its value, | 

2. 'They thought that no Man would 
carry Cobs of 5 5. out of. Ireland into Exg- 
ni, where they were called but 4 s. 4 d. 
altho he was neceſſitated to pay 4 s. 4d. in 
England, 
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Exzland, and had no other effeQs to do it 


with. They thought that all Men who 


lived in England, would return to their 
Eſtates in Trelaxd, rather than pay 15, 
Gent. for Exchange; not conſidering, that 
when Cobs were raiſed , that Exchange 
would , alſo riſe tionably, They 
fancied, that he who ſold a Stone of Wooll 
tor two Cobs, call'd 9 5s. when Cobs were 
rais'd, would {ell his Stone of Wooll of x; 
Cob when called 9s. Nor did they think 
how this frivolous conceit would have taken 
away a proportionable part of all Land- 
lords Eſtates in Ireland. As for Example, 
thoſe who ated moderately, would have 
the Money rais'd .*. part, and the £4 part of 
all che Money of Ire/and, was then thought 
to be bur about 20,0co /. The whole Cath 
of Ireland being then eſtimated, but 400 M.1. 
whereas the Landlords of Ireland, whoſe 
Revenue is 800 M. /. per Anzum, muſt have 
loſt :- part of their whole - Eftates for 
ever, viz. 40 M. 1. per Apnum upon that 
empty expedient. 

But others, no lefs ſenſible of the diſtreſs 
of ' the People, and the obſtructions of 
Trade by reaſon of the ſaid decay of Bulli- 
on, conlidering that about 600 M. /. would

This is moſt reaſonable, it ſtanding with 
fiv lound rule of Judgment, to exerciſe the 
AQs of bounty in a place which doth not 
diſcharge ir ſelf, and will prove the readieſt 
and moſt expedicat way to. recover kis Ma- 
jelties affairs thereby, thus cafrying the Re- 
Venues in their natural Channel]; and My

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this courſe being. conſtantly purſu'd, will 
much encreaſe the annual profits above 
what they now are, and intire}y draw the 
dependance of the interiors fromthe great 
Lords upon his Majeſty, and fo the intereſt 
and aſſurance the-Crown {hall have in the 
Natives thereof, be of no leſs conſequence 
and advantage than the very profits: 


2. That there be an expreſs Caveat entred 
with the Secretary, Sicwet, Privy Seal 
and Great Seal bere, That no Grant, of 
what nature ſoever, concerning Ireland; 
be ſuffered to paſs, till the Lord Lieutenant 
be made acquainted, . «nd it firſt" paſs the

This will be of great intelligence ant! fafe- 

ty to his Majelty ; for on the one fide he 

will clearly fee into the true inward value 
all things, which tormerly, albeit of very 
great worth, have from fo great adiſtance

Crown; asisacknowledged by thoſe thac 

obtain them ; who generally, 10 theſe cau- 

ſes, facrifice rather to their own Wit, than 
the Goodneſs and Bounty of Kings. And 
on the other ſide, nothing can paſs to rhe 


dilad of the Crown ; and &f 
Vantage ag 5 prope! 
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Miniſters, inſtructed with theſe Aﬀairs, may 
be immediately faulted andjuſtly called to a 
ſevere Account for their Negligence andUn- 
faithfulneſs therein ; which will give them 
good reaſon to look more narrowly into his 
Majeſties Rights, and their own Duries. 


. That His Majeſty Signify his Royal Plea- 
| ſure, that at C pu P taken meg 
that ſufficient and credible Perſons be cho- 
ſen to ſupply ſuchBiſhopricks as ſhall be void, 
or admitted of his Privy Councel, or fit as 
Juages,” and ſerve of his learned Councel 
there ; that he will vouchſafe to hear the ad- 
vice of his Lieutenant before he reſolve 4 
any in theſe caſei, that the Lieutenant 
commanded to inform his Majeſty truly and 
impartially, of every mans particular Dili- 
gence,and Care in his Service there, to the 
end his Majeſty may truly and graciouſly re- 
ward the nel-deſe ving, by calling them 


home tobetter preferment here. 


This will advantage the ſervice ; it being 
altogether impoſſible for the Lieutenant, 
be he never ſo induſtrious and able, to ad- 
miniſter the publick Juſtice of ſo great a 
Kingdom, without the round affiſtance of 
other- able and well-affeted Miniſters. 
This will encourage the beſt mea to ſpend 
their 
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their ſtronger years there, when they ſhall 
ſee their elder age recompenſed with eaſe 
and profit in their own native Soyl ;'and 
content and ſettle rhe Natives, when 
they find themſelves cared for, and put in 
the hands of diſcreet and good men to go- 
vern them. 


4. That no particular Complaints of Jnjuſtice 
or Oppreſſion be admitted here againſt any, 
wnltſs it appears, That the Party maac firſt 


his Addreſs wnto the Lieutenant. 


This is bur juſtice to the Lieutenant, who 
mult needs in ſome meaſure be a delinquenr, 
if the complaint be true;for that he ought as 
in chief, univerſally to take care that hisM:- 
jeſties Juſtice be truly and fully adminiſtred; 
and therefore good reaſon that his Judgment 
ſhould be informed, and his integrity firit 
tryed, before cither be impeached ; Nay, 
it1s but” juſtice co the- Government it ſelf, 
which would be exceedingly Scandalized 
through the liberty of complaiats, and the. 
Miniſters therein extreamly diſcouraged 
upon any petty matter, to be drawn to an- 
{wer here, when as the thing it ſelf is for the 
molt part either Injurious or ſuch as the par- 
ty might have received good fatisfaCtion for 
at his own doors ; but where the complaint 
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appeareth formally grounded, that is, where 
due application hath been made to the Lieu- 
tenant, without any help or relief to the 
party, as may be pretended ; let-it in the 
name of God be throughly examined, and 
ſeverely puniſhed, whereſoever the fault 
prove to be; eſpecially if it be found to be 
corrupt or malitious : for thus ſhall not his 
Majelty =_ magnity his own Fuftice, but 
either puniſh an unfaithful Miniſter, or a 
clamorous Complainer ; and fo his Service 
be better'd by either example. 


5. That no Confirmation of any Reverſon of 
Office within that Kingdom be had, or any 
yew Grant of Reverſion hereafter to paſs. 


That diſpoſing of Places thus aforehand, 
much abates mens endeavours, who are 
many times ſtirred up to deſerve eminent] 
!n the Commonwealth, in hope of thoſe 
preferments ; and being thus granted away, 
there is nothing left in their Eye, for them 
to expect and aim at, which might nour;ſh 
and quicken thoſe good delires in them, be- 
ſides Places there cloſely and covertly pal- 
led , the perſons are not for the moſt part ſo 
able and fitted to the Duties thereof, as 
when there 1s choice made our of many pub- 
lick pretenders , which commonly oc- 

| cur, 
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cur, 'when ' they aCtually fall void by 
Death. 


6. That the Places in the Lientenants Gift, 
4s well in the Martial as Civil Liſt, be 
left freely, to his diſpoſing ; and that his 
Mijeſty may be graciouſly pleaſed not to paſs 
them to any perſon, upon Suits mac unto 
him here. 


"This courſe held, preſerves the Rights of * 
the Lieutenants Place, and his Perion 1a 
that Honour and Eſteem which can only 
enable him to do ſervice ; and it the contra» 
ry happen, itis not only in diminurion to 
him, butdraws off all neceflary dependance 
upon him, 'and regard that ought to be had 
of him,in all ready obedience in ſuch things 
he ſhall command, for the Kings Service, 
when they ſhall diſcern. that the natural 
Powers of the Place are taken from him, 
whereby he might.kindle their cheartul en- 
deavours by the preferring and furniſhing 
luch as deſerve thoſe places. 


7. That no New Offices be ereted within that 
Kingdom before ſuch time as the Lieutenant 
be therewith acquainted ; his opinion firſt re- 
quired and certified accordingly. 


L 4 Suits 
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Suits of thisNature,however they pretend 
the publick, their chief end is the private 
Profit of the Propounder ; and for the moſt 
part, in the Execution prove burthens, not 
benefits to the Subjects3rherefore throughly 
to be underſtood before they pals, as more 
eaſy and leſs ſcandalous to the State, to be 
ſtaid at firſt than afterwards recalled, and if 
they be really good, his Majeſty may be 
better informed by his Lieutenants approba- 
tion, and ſo proceed with more aftur ance

8. That his Majeſty would be pleaſed, not to 
grant any Licence of abſence out of that K jng- 
dom, to any Councillors, Biſhops, Gover- 
nours of any Province or County, or Officers 
of Statc, or of the Army, or to any of the 
Judges, or learned Council, but that it be 
left to his Lieutenant to give ſuch Licence. 
This is but reaſonable, becauſe the Lord 
Lieutenant whois chiefly intruſted under 
his Majeſty with the Care and Government 
of that Kingdom, is the moſt competent and 
proper Judge, whoin Imigges employment 
may be ſpared, and how long, without 
Prejudice to his Majeſty, or the publick.

JT may be asked, If there were occaſion 

to raile 4 Millions per Annum, whether 
the ſame 6 Millions ( which we hope we 
have) would tafhce for ſuch revolutions 
and circulations thereof as Trade requires ? 
I anſwer yes; for the Expence being 40 Mil- 
lions, if the revolutions were in ſuch ſhort 
Circles, viz. weekly, as happens among

Nor were it hard to ſubſtitute in the 
place of Money (were a competency of it 
wanting) what ſhould be equivalent unto 
it, For Money is but the Fat of the Body- 
Politick, whereof too much doth as often 
hinder its Agility, astoo little makes it ſick. 
*Tis true, that as Fat lubricates the motion 
of the Muſcles, feeds in want of ViQtuals, 
fills up uneven Cavities, and beautifies the 
Body ; ſo-doth Money in the State quicken 
its Aion, feeds from abroad in time of 
Dearth at home; evens accounts by wy” 
0 
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of it's diviſibility, and beautifies the whole, 
alctho more, eſpecially the particular perſons 
that have it inplenty.

I, HE Cauſes of Error in this 
great Aﬀair of Publick Levies, 
have beenthele.

tion to employ them ; ſo ſome are. over- 
charged through evil Cuſtom, and others 
teft to ſordid Want, and bruitiſh Irregulari. 
ty. Fifthly, An Opinion, that certainty of 

ules is impoſſible, and bur an idle Noti- 
on ; and then having made ſuch as are not 
ſo, and training them to be applied by At- 
fection and Humour; fo as 4 of the whole 
paying needlefly four times too much, may 
be thereby ſo nerled, as to do more miſchief

E come next to ſhew, That if 3 Mil- 
lions per 473.07 250,000 L.per men- 
ſem (to make up the whole 3,300,000/. per 
ann.) were railed, what might be performed 
thereby for the ſafety , eſtabliſhment, and 
Honour both of the King and Subject. 
Unto which, I {ay, conſidering the pre- 
{eat condition of the Navy, two Millions 
will maintain 50,000 men, in Ships of War 
for eight Months of the Year , and 30000 
forthe other four Months: Which 1 take to 
be near double the beſt Fleet we ever hos 
Cen 
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* ſeen in Europe,computing the Ordnance,and 


Harbor-Charges of the Navy : Nor will the 
Maintenance of 12,000 Foot, and 3000, 
Horſe, allowing 100,000 /. for Inland Gari- 
ſons,and 60,000 /. for Tanzier,&c.put all to- 
gether,exceed 6c0,92c0 fo as there remains 
700,000 1, for other Matters, whereof His 
Majeſty's Royal Family , by all the Ac- 
counts I have ſeen, doth not ſpend 5-0,020/. 
per an. Nor need the Charge of all thoſe 
Levies be above x of the 33, (viz. ; part 
for the 520 Officers, withouyhger going hive 
Miles from the Centre of their abode) who 
might perform this Work;nor would more 
than 200 /. pey an.for cach of them,and their 
under Inſtruments be neceſlary for their re- 
ſpeQive Sallaries : For there are 450 Areots 
of 10 Miles ſquare in Exz/andand Wales.

manded upon this Holland-War. 


r. That of all Naval Expence, not 2. is 
{or Forreign Commodities , nor need it be 
f, if the people would do their part, and 
the Governours dire them the neareſt 
ways. 

2. That ſtoppage of Trade is conſidera» 
ble, but as one to eight; for we exchange 
not.above five Millions worth per azz. for 
Our 49. bs 4 

3- That the Expence of the King/Y*o. 
being about 400,CCcOd. per ann. is bur part 
of the Expence of the Nation, who all have 
the Pleaſure and Honour of ir. 

4- That the Money of the Nation being 
but about 5 Millions and z, and the earning 
of the ſame 25 ; It isnot difficult for them 
to encreaſe their Money a Million per any. 
by an caſie advance of their Induſtry, apply- 
e1 to luch Manufactures as will fetch Mo- 
ney trom abroad. 

5, The Wealth of Exg/azd lies in Land 
and People, ſo as they make five parts of [ix 
of the whole; But the Wealth of Holland 
lies more in Money, Houſing, Shipping and 
Wares, Now ſuppoling Ezgland three- 
times 
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times as rich as Holland in Land, and People 
(as it i5) and Hotand twice as rich as we in 
other Particulars (as it ſcarce is) ; We are 
ſtill upon rhe Balance of the whole near 
twice as rich as they: Of which I wiſh 
thoſe that underitand Holland, would conſi- 
der and calculate: | 

6. Thereare in Exz/andabove four Acres 
of Arrable, Meadow and Paſture-Land, for 
every Soul 1n it ; and thoſe fo fertile, as that 
the labour of one man in tilling them,is ſuf. 
ficient to get a bare Livelihood for above 
10: Soas 'tis for want of Diſcipline that 
any Poverty _ in Exeland, and that 
any are hanged or ſtarved upon that ac-

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CHAP: XA 


How to employ the People, and the End 
thereof. 


WW-* ſaid, That half the People by 


a very gentle labour , 'might 
much enrich the. Kingdom, and advance its 
Honour, by ſetting apart largely tor publick 
uſes; But the difficulty is, upon What {hall 
they employ themſelves. 

To whic I anſwer in general, Upon pro- 
ducing Food and Neceflaries for the whole 
People of the Land,by few hands; whether 
by labouring harder, or by the introducing 
the Compendium, and Facilitations of Arr, 
which is equivalent to what men vain- 
ly hoped from Polyzamy. For as much 
as he that can do the Work of five 
men by one, effects the ſame as the begetting 
four adult Workmen. Nor 1s ſuch advan- 
rage worth fewer years purchaſe than that 
of Lands, or what we eſteem likeſt to 
perpetual, Now the making Necellaries 
cheap, by the means aforeſaid, and not by 
raiſing more of them than can be ſpent 
whuylt 
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whilt they are good, will neceſſitate others 
to buy them with much 1abour af other 
kinds. For if one man could raiſe Corn e- 
nough for the whole, better than any one 
man ; then that man would have the natu- 
ral Monopoly of Corn, and could exatt 
more labour tor it in exchange, than if ten 
others raiſed ten times as much Corn as is 
necellary ; which would make other labour 
ſo much the dearer, as men were lels under 
the need of engaging upon it. 

2. By.this way we might recover our 
loſt Cloth-t ade, which by the ſame the 
Dutch got from ns. By this way the Eaft- 
Indians furoiſh us from the other end of the 
world with Linnen cheaper than our ſelves 
can make them, with what grows at our 
own Doors. By this means we might fetch 
Flax from France,and yet furniſhthem with 
Linnen (that 1s) it we make no more than 
we can vend, but ſo mnch with the feweſt 
hands, and chcapelt tood, which will be 
when Food allo is raiſed, by tewer hands 
than elſewhere. 

3+ 1 anſwer. generally we ſhould em- 
ploy our ſelves by railing ſuch Commodi- 
ties, as would yield and fetch in money 
ftrom.abroad : For that would ſupply = 
wants of ours trom the ſame, or any 
place at all times. Which Stores of Dome:

ſtick Commodities could not effe&, whoſe 
value 1s to call a Temporary (z. e.) which 
are of value but pro hic & nunc. 

4. But when ſhould we reſt from this 
great Induſtry ? I anſwer, When we have 
certainly more Money than any of our 
Neighbour States, (though never fo little) 
both in Arithmetrical and Geometrical pro- 
portion (z. e.) when we have more years 
proviſion aforehand , and more preſent 
effcAs. 

5. What then ſhould we buſie our ſelves 
about {I an{wer,in Ratiocinations upon the 
Works and Will of God, to be ſupported 
not only by the indolency, bur alſo by the 
pleaſure of the Body; and not only by the 
tranquility, but ſerenity of the mind ; and 
this Exerciſe is the natural end of man in 
this world, and that which beſt diſpoſeth 
him for his Spiritual happineſs in that other 
which is tocome. The motions of the mind 
being the quickeſt of all others, afford moſt 
variety, wherein is the very form and being 
of pleaſure ; and by how much the more 
we have of this pleaſure , by ſo much the 
more we are capable of it even ad Infins- 
Tm.
